THAT FAILED. 

At Kilmainham District Court, before Mr. 
E. J. Little, D.J., yesterday, Mr. Ohudhaigh, 
solicitor, sought a committal order against 
James W. H. Nunkivell, Main street, 
Howth, in respect of an order made in that 
Court in June for the payment of £23 11s. 6d. 
Mr. Ohudhaigh said that a sheaf of decrees 
had been issued against the defendant, who 
had always managed to evade them so far.

He was not moving 
about from place to place, as suggested by 
Mr, Ohudhaigh, and he lived in Baggot street 
for fourteen months. He held a certificate 
from the Royal College of Preceptors, Blooms- 
bury square, London, and was connected with 
the Institute of Hygiene, Harley street, Lon-

Mr. Ohudhaigh asked that the justice 
should commit the defendant to prison, No 
stronger case could be brought against him. 
He came over here and started this corres- 
pondence college, and ran up debt to the 
extent of £731 10s.

ADMINISTRATION OF HIS ESTATE 
Mr. Justice Wilson, in the High Court, 
Belfast, yesterday heard an application in 
connection with the estate of James Cunning, 
who had died in the United States. The 
re was made by Mr. R. D. Megow, 
.C., on behalf of Mr. James Caruth, Bally- 
mena, administrator under power of attorney 
for an American client for his lordship’s de- 
termination as to whether, as administrator 
of the will of the deceased in this country, he 
is entitled to pay to the mother of the infant 
of the deceased, and now guardian of the 
infant, the moneys to which the infant was 
entitled under the will of its father. 
Counsel read the affidavit of Mr. Caruth, 
which stated that James Cunning, late ot 
Indianopolis, Indiana, died intestate on the 
4th April, 1914, leaving him surviving the 
defendant, his widow, and his son, ain 
Cunning, a minor, aged 14 years, his only 
next-of-kin. The deceased was a domiciled 
American. He was possessed of considerable 
property in America and certain property in 
this country. The administration of the 
American property was conducted by a Mr. 
Chestnut. (now deceased), and letters of 
administration of the personal estate were 
granted in Ireland in the Belfast Registrv to 
the deponent as the attorney of the defendant 
and limited to her use and benefit. The chief 
assets of the deceased consisted of a residence 
and about 100 acres, situate near Larne, Co. 
Antrim, and in 1920 this was sold by de- 
ponent, and owing to phenomenal prices then 
revailing realised £6,500. The estate had 
een divided into the proper shares between 
the mother and her son, nent had now 
invested in 5 per cent. War Stock the sum of 
£6,970, which represented the share of the 
son, includi ng accrued :nterest up to Ist 
December, 1924. He was anxious, if possible, 
to transfer the sum to the mother, which 
would be now advantageous for the minor, 
having regard to the current rate of exchange. 
Both the mother and her son were, he had 
been informed, and believed, anxious for that 
course to be adopted. | 
His lordship made the order sought on 
condition that the defendant gave a bond for 
40,000 dollars, with the American Guarantee 
Society as her surety.

France’s War. 

Yesterday the French Premier made a 
reassuring statement regarding the situa- 
tion in Morocco. The military position, 
said M. Painlevé, was good, and measures 
were being taken to strike a decisive blow 
against the Riffs. Meanwhile peace negotia- 
tions were being carried on, and official 
emissaries of the French and, Spanish 
Governments were ready to present Abdel 
Krim with the terms on which peace could 
be concluded forthwith. Marshal Pétain 
has arrived at Fez, and his presence at 
the ‘centre,of operations is taken as in- 
dicating his country’s determination to 
put forth its full energies if Abdel Krim 
should persist in.declining offers of con- 
ciliation. Despite the resolved attitude 
of the: French’ Government, however, - it 
may be that the conflict will be prolonged. 
It is admitted: that the French defences 
have yet to bring the '] iffian offensive to 
a stand-stil). Even as late as Suneay. two 
French postas in the section near Fez fell 
under the onslaught of Abdel Krim’s 
tribesmen. Marshal Pétain may strengthen 
the French defences with the reinforce- 


ments which it has been found necessary La dú 


to.send to Algeria ; but at present General 
Naulin, who is entrusted with the striking 
arm of the French ‘forces, is far from 
being in a position to assume the offensive. 
The 100,000 troops which France now has 
mobilised in Morocco are not sufficient to 
man a>long frontier, secure communica- 
tions and send columns over the miserable 
African roads to strike. at an elusive 
enemy. 

France fights Abdel Krim with a two 
fold diffitulty. She has not long emerged 
from a struggle which took tol] in life 
and’ treasure of every family in the land, 
and her people are in no mood to fight 
another war. She is laden with debt, and 
can ‘find’ supplies and credit for a fresh 
conflict only by postponing settlement of 
her present obligations. Her finances are 
in a critical state, and her Government 
maintains office in daily peril of a fresh 
crisis whieh will hurl it from power. A 
large’ party in. the State opposes the war 
in order to wring political advantages 
from the country's straits. Thus hampered 
at home, France is faced with unusual 
problems in the field. Her army operates 
in territory which is inhabited by tribes 
that are friendly to-day, yet might well 
go over to Abdel Krim if that leader,

Statues. 


Sculpture is one of the noblest of the 
arts, but probably no other art has been |. 
so much spoiled by bad work. This is 
greatly to be regretted ; for, while nobody 
is compelled to read a bad poem or study 
a bad picture, every day thousands of 
people are compelled to look at unsatis- 
factory monuments and statues. The 
cumulative effect on the artistic sensi- 
bilities of a nation must be incalculable. 
There is one attribute which sculpture 
formerly Was presumed to possess, but a 
modern generation is upsetting—namely, 
permanence. Formerly, when a nation 
wished to do honour to one of its 
famous men, it put up a statue or 
monument to him. The dominant idea 
was to perpetuate his memory. Even in 
the past this result has not invariably 
been achieved; there is in Belfast, for 
example, a statue erected to the memory 
of an eminent divine, the Rev. Dr. Cook, 
which is umiversally known as “ the 
Black Man.” It is only recently, how- 
ever, that a school of thought has arisen 
which considers that a statue or monu- 
ment need not be kept permanently in 
one place and might, for various reasons, 
be removed. This school first came into 
public notice shortly after the Irish 
Treaty was signed, when the suggestion 
was mooted that the statue of William 
III., in College Green, Dublin, should be 
presented to the Government of Northern 
Ireland to be re-erected, if possible, at 
Scarva. Next was heard the outcry 
against the Epstein memorial in Hyde 
Park, in which case ugliness was the 
reason given for removal. Ireland followed 
suit with the now notorious proposal to 
remove the Nelson Pillar as a matter of 
public utility, and the Howth .Urban Dis- 
trict Council is at the present moment 
debating whether or not, in the event of 
its removal from Sackville street, Howth 
would be a suitable site for re-erection. 
All these suggestions, iconoclastic as they 
may be, pale before the latest news from 
America. Speaking at the bi-annual con- 
vention of the Lutheran League of 
America, held recently in Milwaukee, 
U.S.A., the Rev. Andreas Bard, D.D., 
took as the keynote of his address the 
removal of the pagan goddess of Liberty 
from the entrance to New York Harbour. 
This statue has given rise to numerous 
stories. A Frenchman, entering New 
York on a liner, for the first time, in- 
quired what.it. represented. When he was 
told that it was a statue of Liberty, he 
replied, “Ah, we in France also erect 
statues to our illustrious déad.’’ What 
a vista this modern desire for change 
opens out! One sees possibilities of the 
Sphinx being removed to Scotland on the

An Australian Loan. 

The Australian Government has nego- 
tiated a loan of £15,000,000 with the J. 
Pierpont Morgan Company of New York, 
which was offered for public subscription 
yesterday. It consists of gold bonds 
priced at 994 and bearing interest at five 
per cent., which are not redeemable until 
1952. The terms of the loan are quite 
attractive, and there is no doubt that 
Wall street made a special effort to secure 
Australia’s custom. The Americans are 
very anxious to increase their trade with 
the British Dominions. They are 
negotiating also with South Africa with a 
view to a loan, and there is talk of the 
appointment of a special South African 


no British Dominion would have dreamed 
of approaching the United States for a 
loan. London was the world’s clearing 
house and British money always was 
available for colonial borrowers. During 
recent months, however, there has been a 
noticeable tightening of money in the 
Imperial . capital. Several overseas 
Governments have sought loans only to 
find that the British public would not 
subscribe to anything except on terms 
which were distinctly unfavourable to the 
borrower. The Governments of New 
Zealand and New South Wales both had 
in London, 
and it is only natural, therefore, that 
the Commonwealth authorities should 
turn to the United States, where money 
is as plentiful as water and the financial 
magnates are only too glad to get rid of 
it to trustworthy borrowers. Neverthe- 
less, it is to be regretted that Dominion 
Governments should be beginning to 
depend on New York rather than on 
London. Financial bonds are extremely 
atrong, and it would be a great pity if the 
mother country should be forced through 
domestic stringency to yield her place as 
general provider to another land. The 
fact remains, however, that America has 
more money than she knows how to use, 
while Britain has become a poor country. 
Years must pass before her former 
prosperity can be restored, but if her 
people set to work with a wil] her 
recovery will be certain and her scattered 
children will have no need to go to New 
York or any other foreign city in search 
of loans

“THE SIDE-SHOW OF: LIFE.”’ 


An excellent film, let it be said at once: 
halting in action, perhaps, in its early stages ; 
but, after the first ten minutes or so, aay 
impressive, telling its story concisely an 
convincingly, an mang to its emotional 
climax with sure steps. The photography is 
good; the interjected wordings are few, 
crisp, and free from ugly clichés; and a good 
cast is headed by Ernest Torrence, who fils 
a difficult part with complete success. '' The 
Side-Show of Life ' is a Paramount film, 
directed hy Herbert Brenon. 

Its rather tawdry title disguises a tasteful 
adaptation of Mr. W. J. Locke's novel, 
“The Mountebank,’’ which appeared as 
a serial in Nash's Magazine a few years 
ago. It exhibits Mr. Locke's fancy dwelling 
on the problem—in this instance the tragedy 
—presented by the man of humble upbring- 
ing projected on to a new plane by. advance 
to high rank in the Army during the Great 
War, and then left high and dry there on 
demobilisation. A_ particularly ingenious 
“- happy ending ' closes the drama without 
tears, and denies it the name of tragedy; but 
the sense of tragedy lingers in the theme. 

In the novel Mr. Locke introduced Andrew 
Lackaday to his readers as Brigadier-General, 
a man who holds his place in good society, 
and among aristocrats, by his reputation as 
a soldier, his innate nobility of character, 
and a savoir. faire that guides him securely 
past minor pitfalls. Lackaday’s pre-war 
career as a circus performer was unfolded 
later. In the film the story is told consecu- 
tively. We are shown the mean travelling 
show in which Lackaday—who as a boy had 
been left an orphan in France, and adopted 
by the circus proprietor—earned his living be- 
fore the war; and then we pass to his rather 
sordid life with Elodie, a dancing girl with 
whom he took up rtnership as a cabaret 
turn, ‘‘ Les Petits Patou.’’ Next come the 
stirring war scenes, which illustrate Lacka- 
day's winning of promotion and distinction. 

en the incident (shown early in the 
story) of his chance encounter with Lady 
Auriol Dayne begins to develop importance, 
as lLackaday, now Brigadier-General,. is 
brought into Lady Auriol’s society. It is 
made plain that this aristocratic girl loves 
him as he loves her. sackaday 
sees that marriage is impossible, 
and he takes himself out oí her life. 
Forced by circumstances to return t@his old 
way of existence, he resumes the partnership 
with Elodie; but he cannot regain the former 
skill in vaudeville and his tricks are out of 
date. Lady Auriol, who has followed him to 
France, is witness of the fiasco of the return 
of “Les Patou ’’—witness, also, of scenes 
that exhibit the jealousy of the vulgar Elodie. 

The rest of the story had better be leit 
untold, so that its development in the, film 
may he enjoyed. What has been told will 
have indicated the peculiar difficulties of

OFFICE. 


3,500,000,000 LETTERS A YEAR. 
From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The Postmaster-General is, perhaps, the 
happiest of all the departmental chiefs 
in that, while he has many advisers, he 
has few critics. Sir W. Mitchell-Thomson s 
speech to-night in introducing the Post 
Office estimates was of a purely business 
character, as befitted the head of a huge 
commercial concern with ramifications all 
over the world. It was brimful of statistics 
and showed the marvellous growth which 
has taken place in the Post Office services 
during recent years. 

The estimates for the year total 52) 
millions, but fortunately the Post Office is 
& revenue producing, as well as a spending, 
department of the State. Sir. William pointed 
to the fact that during Christmas week letters 
had increased 65 per cent. as compared with 
48 per cent. in the previous year. This led 
to some —— and a Committee had been 
sitting working out improvements for deal- 
gp the exceptional traffic next year. 

e telegraphic department, he ‘said, was 
not so satisfactory, due in a measure to the 
competition of the telephone—a branch of the 
service which was making steady progress and 
produced a small but satisfactory surplus, 
even though the charges had heen consider- 
ably reduced. 

THE PENNY POST. 

Although it is pretty well known that the 
Postmaster-General is in favour of a speedy 
return to the penny postage, he was not” in 
a position to-day to make any authoritative 
statement as to when it was likely to come 
again into operation. This was, he pointed 
out, more a matter for the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer than for himself, and could only 
be dealt with in’ connection with the Budge» 
proposals. He did say, however, that both 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer and himself 
entertained the strongest hopes that the re- 
version to the penny post would come about 
in the lifetime of the present Parliament. 

Illustrating the vast expansion in the Post 
Office business, he quoted figures showing 
that, whereas in 1840 the number of letters 
handled totalled 169 millions, last year they 
reached the figure of 5,500 millions. A large 
part of the transport was still carried on 
under the contract system, The Post Office 
itself operated 550 motor vans and 210 motor 
cycles. 

The Minister confessed that he was not 
satisfied with the telephone service, and said 
he wished to see it a more popular feature 
in the industrial and social tife of the com- 
munity. 

A striking testimony to che genera! 
efficiency of the Post Office service was paid 
by Mr. Hartshorn, who wis Postmaster- 
General in the Labour administration. Wheu 
he went to the Post Office, he said, he wa» 
under the impression that everything was 
wrong, and that he was the man to put them 
right. He left with the conviction that it 
was the most wonderful piece of business 
organisation in the world. He could conceive 
of 'no more important department of the State, 
employing, as it did, 218,000 people with a 
standard of ability, sobriety; and honesty, 
which it would be difficult to beat. 

PRE-WAR FACILITIES. 

The subsequent debate was chiefly addressed 
to details of administration, the welfare of 
the employés, and so on; but a rather broader 
question was touched upon by Sir Charles 
Oman, who pleaded for a return to pre-war 
postal facilities. He advocated quick and 
cheap delivery of letters, and suggested that 
the Postmaster-General would be well advised 
to direct his energies in this direction rather 
than bother himself about wireless and the 
telephone system, neither of which, the hon. 
member confessed, appealed to him. He quite 
failed to understand the mentality of people 
who were content to listen to the broadcasting 
of such a ghastly subject as a 

Mr. Allen urged the advisability of regard- 
ing the Post-Office as something more than a 
revenue producing concern, Any mb of 
revenue over expenditure should be devoted 
to the improvement of the services and the 
restoration oí the penny post. 

The one point of importance in Viscount” 
Wolmer’s reply. on the different matters raiseú 
was his own -per expression of opinion 
that the advantages of a cash on delivery 
postal service far outweighed its disadvan- 
tages. This, coming from the Assistant Post- 
master-Gieneral, was cheering, indeed, to those 
members who have been constantly urging 
such a service as being conducive to the pros- 
perity of a considerable section of the trading 
community. 

WIRELESS BEAM SYSTEM. 

Mr. Ammon, in the course of a discussion, 
brought up the subject of the new wireless 
beam system, but the Postmaster-General was 
unable to say more than that it was still in 
an ‘experimental stage. The Marconi Co, ad- 
mittéd that they knew very little about it, 
and until the stations were working it was 
not possible to do more than theorise. 

Dealing with claims for an all-round in- 
crease of wages in the service, Sir William 
Mitchell-Thomson said that if these were con- 
ceded it would mean an increased expendi- 
ture of from £6,000,000 to £9,500,000 a vear, 
and would almost certainly involve a return 
to the twopenny post. He agreed that that 
was no answer if the claims were just, but 
regard must be had to the general rate of 
wages paid in other sheltered industries.

MINISTER'S PROMISE TO 
APPROVED SOCIETIES. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain, British Minister 
of Health, received yesterday a deputation 
representing the Friendly and Approved 
Societies with regard to certain suggestions 
that had been made in connection with the 
Widows, Orphans, and Old Age Contributory 
Pensions Bill. 

The deputation said that it had been 
suggested that part of the burden imposed 
on industry by the bill could, and should, be 
removed, either by taking money from the 
accumulated funds of the Approved Societies, 
or by lowering the contributions. They were 
anxious to receive an assurance that he had 
not been shaken by this attempt to tamper 
with Approved Societies funds. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that he would deal 
with the matter on the third reading of the 
bill, and until the attack had been developed 
he could not predict to them what he would 
have to take in meeting it, He assured them 
that he would be a party to nothing which 
would endanger the solvency of societies, or 
involve breaking of pledges given by succes- 
sive Governments.

When the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) 
Act comes into operation next month 
Irish eggs in the English market will 
have behind them what will amount to a 
guarantee of merit. Stringent regula- 
tions have been made to secure that the 
Act will not become a dead letter. 

“OBJECT OF THE ACT.

For some months past officers from the 
Department of Agriculture have been visiting 
the premises of persons engaged in the egg 
trade in Ireland in connection with the pro- 
visions of the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) 
Act, which was passed by the Oireachtas on 
30th July, 1924. This Act will come into 
operation on Ist August next. Its object is 
to improve both the home and export trade in 
fresh and Imní Sent. Our export trade 
in eggs amounts in value to about £5,000,000 
annually, and, if Ireland is to retain her

ighest standard. | i 

igg traders who desire to engage in a cross- 
Channel business must first have their names 
entered on a register of exporters. For the 
purpose of registration the Department of 
Agriculture must be satisfied that the premises 
of the trader are structurally suitable for 
carrying on the business of testing, grading 
and packing eggs; that they are properly 

uipped for the purpose, and that there is 
adequate storage accommodation for packages 
and materials. While the Minister may refuse 
to register any premises which do not meet 
the -requirements of the Act, such refusal 
must be accompanied by the reason for the 
refusal. 

THE EXPORT OF EGGS. 

Having secured entry on the list, an ex- 
porter may export eggs direct from the 
registered premises in which they were 
packed, provided that they are clean and fit 
for human consumption. Exceptions are made 
m the case of eggs for hatching, small lots 
sent by parcel post, and those merely passing 
through the Trish Free State from one place 
to another. The export of eggs by any person 
who is not a registered exporter is an Offence 
which involves, for a first offence, a penalty 
not exceeding £20, and for a second or sub- 
sequent offence a fine not exceeding £50 or 
imprisonment, or both. 

' Fees at the rate of a my for each three 
hundred of eggs rived? pre payable by the 
exporter, and the registration of any premises 
1s automatically cancelled if the fees accruing 
to the Department from the previous year are 
not paid before 17th March in any year. 
Registration may also be cancelled if the 
registered proprietor so desires or if there has 
been any breach of the Act. Power is given 
to the Department’s inspectors to enter any 
epee premises or any other premises on 
which eggs are sold or exported or stored for 
sale; the premises of any firm of carriers or 
warehousemen, or of any railway or shipping 
company, and to take, without payment, 
réasonable samples of eggs contai therein 
or of the packing material, In the event of 
an Re ee 5 "a - SS package disclosing a 
violation of the Act, the kage and i . 
tents will be forfeited. epee — 


CUSTOMS OFFICERS’ POWERS. 
Powers are given to officerr of the Customs 
and Excise to deal with eggs or packages the 
export of which is prohibited or restricted by 
this Act in the same manner as they deal 
with other articles the export of which is pro- 
7 —_ restricted by law.

premises registered, to make regulations in 
regard to the method of testing, grading and 
packing eggs; the grades of eggs which may 
he pac in the same package; the marking 
of packages, and the description. of s 
which may be brought on to the premises of a 
registered exporter.

DIRTY EGGS. 

Apart from the provisions dealing with the 
export of eggs, the Act makes it an offence 
for any person to sell or expose for sale eggs 
which are externally dirty or unfit for human 
consumption, and in order to give effect to 
this provision the Minister is empowered to 
make regulations governing the packages and 
packing material used for packing eggs, the 
method and manner of protectin eggs from 
contamination. This power to deal with dirty 
eggs or eggs unfit for human consumption 
does not affect in any way the powers already 
possessed by the Minister for Public Health 
and Local Government to deal with the same 
matters. 

Outside any regulations which may be made 
dealin exclusive] with the home trade, it is 
provided in the Act that registered exporters 
may not sell or consign for sale from any 
registered premises amounting to thirty dozen 
or over which have not been pá tested 
and packed in accordance wi regulations. 
As the Act will come into force next month 
persons wishing to become registered exporters 
should take measures to overhaul, if necessary 
their premises and equipmnet.

Crfoss-Channel and country 
visitors will. be catered for as usual, 
despite the ‘threatened withdrawal of 
labour from the city hotels, restaurants 
and cafés, which has been fixed to take 
place on Saturday next,” was the state- 
ment made by a manager yesterday. 

In response to the advertisement which 
appeared.in the Press on Saturday last 
asking for 750 experienced hotel workers 
to fill any vacancies that might be created 
through the projected stoppage of work, a 
very large number of applications for jobs 
has been received by the Secretary of 
the Association from unemployed hotel 


workers. 
WISER COUNSELS. 

Applications are still coming in to the 
Association’s headquarters, and it appears 
more than likely that an adequate number 
of competent workers can be found to 
carry on should wiser counsels in the dis- 
pute be. disregarded. 

The strike threat has created a really 
extraordinary situation. The great bulk 
of hotel employés have only the vaguest 
ideas of the reasons for the dispute; a 
very large proportion are not aware of the 
nature of the Transport Workers’ Union 
demands ; and most of them are loth to be 
driven into strike action without being 
given an opportunity of declaring for or 
against a cessation of work by means of a 
ballot of the workers concerned. 

MEETING TO-MORROW. 

The fact that no arrangements had been 
made for a meeting of employés until the 
strike notices had become effective caused 
great discontent among the employés. A 
movement for an earlier meeting of the 
union members has been successful, and it 
is understood that the men will discuss 
the position to-morrow night. 

AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT,

The attention of the Association nas been 
directed to a statement issued by the 
National Executive Council of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union. 

It is untrue to say that the Hotel, Restau- 
rant and Catering Association refused to 
agree to any of the p changes.

CANCER RESEARCH. 


DONATION OF £10,000.

The Medical Research Council announces 
that the trustees of the late Sir William 
Dunn have made a donation of £2,000 a 
year for five years to be used for pro- 
motion of medical research work. In 
accepting this benefaction the Council has’ 
intimated that for the present it will 
apply the money mainly to the further- 
ance of organised studies of filterable 
viruses, which it is supporting, and par- 
ticularly to recent developments of this 
work in. relation to cancer by Mr. 
Barnard and Dr. Gye. 

At a meeting of the Yorkshire Council, es- 
tablished in association with the British 
Empire Cancer Research Campaign, held at 
Leeds yesterday, Professor Stewart, Professor 
of Pathology in the University of Leeds, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the recent discoveries 
of Dr. Gye and Mr. Barnard had come at a 
most appropriate time, and would serve as a 
great encouragement. 

It was decided that a public appeal for a 
minimum sum of £75,000 should be made in 
‘November, for the carrying out of research 
work at Leeds Medical School. 

Referring to Dr. Gye’s work, Professor 
Stewart said that it had only been possible 
because of the extraordinarily beautiful work 
in Optics which Mr. Barnard had carried out 
by means of his we micfoscope. 

Sir Berkeley Moynihan, the well-known 
surgeon, said that the instrument described 
by Professor Stewart was a vital one neces- 
sary, not only in cancer research, but in the 
Investigation of a great many diseases. Re- 
search must carried on in future in the 
University of Leeds on the lines of the in- 
vestigations of Dr. Gye and Mr. Barnard, 
which opened up a new vista of thought. 


FIRE AND HEAVY SEAS.

GALLERY TO BE BUILT TO 
HOUSE PICTURES. 

The Select Committee was appointed to 
decide as to whether the unattested codicil to 
the will of Sir Hugh Lane did actually re- 
present his wishes that the pictures now in 
the National Gallery, London, should go to 
the National Gallery in Dublin. 

If the report is in favour of the restoration 
of the pictures to Dublin, the National Gallery 
will house them pending the provision of a 
suitable gallery. 

is decision was arrived at by resolution 
of the Dublin Borough Commissioners in Sep- 
tember, 1924, in which the Commissioners 
undertook to provide within five years a suit- 
able Muncipal Gallery to house the collection. 

That decision was ratified by a meeting of 
the Board of Governors and Guardians of 
the National Gallery in October. 

In November last year Senator §. L. Brown, 
K.C., accepted an honorary brief to present 
the Dublin Corporation’s case before the 
Select Committee. 

The story of the Lane Bequest pictures can 
be retold in a few sentences. 

Sir Hugh Lane wished that his gifts to the 
Dublin Gallery of Modern Art should be 
housed in a worthy building. The difficulties 
which arose about the construction of this

GERMAN REPLY TO FRENCH 


NOTE. 


GOOD IMPRESSION IN 
PARIS.

PARIS, Monday. 

The German Ambassador, Herr ton 
Hoesch, handed the German reply to the 
recent French Note on the question of the 
security pact to M. Briand this after- 
noon, when they had an hour’s conversa- 
tion. 

The reply is a document — in length to 
the French .Memorandum of June 16th, in 
answer to which it was written... The French 
translation appended to it occupies seven 
typewritten es. 

é“ French ‘oficial cireles it is described in 
these words :—‘‘ It is couched in verv mode- 
rate terms, and its argumentation follows in 
eneral the lines of the French Note. The 
impression it makes at the outset is that it 
clearly marks the opening of negotiations. It 
is true that the German Government formu- 
lates certain reservations, especially in regard 
to admission to the League of Nations, and 
the obligations that would be incumbent upon 
it by Article 16 of the Pact, but those are the 
very points that will be discussed, and doubt- 
less cleared up, in the course of subsequent 
negotiations.” 

FAVOURABLE RECEPTION. 

One thing is that the Note, which manifests 
a certain desire to come to an agreement, has 
been favourably received in Paris. It does 
not, as had been alleged, join up the question 
of the evacution of the Cologne zone with 
the negotiations over thé security pact. Herr 
Stresemann does not indicate that it would 
be preferable to assemble a conference be- 
tween theinterested Powers in order to pursue 
the discussion, nor does it seem that such a 
procedure would be very ~dvantageous in 
the present, state of the problem. 

The exchanges of views between the Chan- 
celleries seem, in fact. to be rather calculated 
to lead to desirable light being thrown on 
the nature and extent of the obligations to 
be undertaken bv the eventual sicnatories of 
the mutual guarantee pact, particularly: as 
regards arbitration in the case of disputes. 
That is, at any rate. the way M. Briand pro- 
poses to conduct the negotiations. He is 
going to communicate the German Note to 
the Allies, and it will be published on Wed- 
nesday morning. He will then confer again 
with the German Ambassador as he did this 
evening. 

In the same way it is possible that the 
French Ambassador in Berlin will converse 
with Herr Stresemann. It is believed that 
the French reply may be ready in a fortnight.

SHANGHAI PAPERS 
BOYCOTTED. 


SEQUEL TO PUBLICATION OF 
MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S SPEECH.

All local circulation of Shanghai's two 
leading native newspapers has been boycotted 
by the order of Chinese Radical leaders, 
because they published Mr. Austen Chamber- 
lain’s speech on the British policy towards 
China, as delivered by the Foreign Secretary 
in the House of Commons on June 

Immediately following the publication of 
the speech both news offices were visited by 
delegates from the Student Labour Union, 
who presented four demands :— 

Firstly, the publication of an apology was 
ordered; secondly, a written guarantee that 
no further articles of the like kind should 
be printed; thirdly, the immediate publica- 
tion of a lengthy refutal prepared by the 
student leaders; and, fourthly, a donation of 
£20,000. from each paper to the Local 
Strikers’ Fund. | 

Although no announcement of their 
decisions has been made officially, both papers 
have published articles prepared by the 
student leaders -replying caustically to the 
Foreign Secretary's address before the House 
of Commons. 

While the boycott was in progress both 
newspapers lost hundreds of thousands of 
readers, and it is believed that they aeceded 
to the demands of the student delegates on 
all four points.

BRITISH POSITION STATED. 

The Times observes in a leading article :— 
Copies of the German reply io the French 
Note on the proposed Security Pact were 
delivered simultaneously in Paris and London 
yesterday afternoon, and the text will be 
made public to-morrow. The diplomatic 
debate is, therefore, beginning afresh, and 
the further elucidation of the German atti 
tude makes it more than ever necessary for 
the other interested countries to make their 
own conception of the. pact quite clear. The 
whole project is obviously useless without the 
backing of intelligent and informed public 
opinion. The pact must be simple, clear and 
eonvincing, free from any obscurities or 
occasions for misunderstanding. 

There is a certain haze over the negotia- 
tions now. The original conception of the 
pact is growing dim in the haze, and it may 
perish in side issues. It is these accretions, 
these cide-issues that are causing doubt and 
misunderstanding, not the A ee á idea of a 
simple pact to guarantee peace in the West, 
which is all that can possibly interest the 
British people or command its intelligent 
suppdrt. This central idea of the pact must 
be restated very frankly and firmly. The 
Western frontiers we know from centuries of 
bitter experience. We know the fears and 
dangers that lurk there. If our participation 
with France and Germany in a firm guaran: 
tee would remove those spectres, it is our 
own interest no less than our duty to take 
a hand. Here is a limited and intelligible 
commitment which would not be burdensome, 
since it would deliver us at last from the 
worst of those peace conflicts of which we 
are so utterly weary, and would give assur- 
ance and. rele? at once to those who were our 
Allies and to thost who were our enemies in 
the war. 

But if our participation is to be effective— 
indeed, if there is to be any British partici- 
pation at all—it must be most strictly and 
definitely limited

N behalf of the Government, certain

THE INQUIRY. 

Replying at the Coal Court of Inquiry 
vesterday afternoon to Mr. Sherwood, who 
expressed the opinion that the problem was 
a bigger one than merely dealing with‘ wages 
and conditions, and that the re-organisation 
of the industry and the centralisation of 
methods would be necessary, Mr. Williams 
considered that centralisation would not bring 
about an improvement. 

The first effect of the return to the eight 
hour day, he said, would be the reduction 
of cost and the consequential reduction of the 
price. Coal-owners were bound to lose very 
heavily on the huge stocks of coal at present 
in Great Britain.

The Lincoln Knitting Mills, at Coburg, a 
Northern suburb of Melbourne, have been 
gutted by fire. 

The Lincoln works occupied six-and-a-half 
acres and had reached a most successful stage 
in their operations, being unable to cope with 
their orders. The fire raged for several hours, 
and a vast quantity of manufactured stock 
and raw material, together with much valu- 
able machinery, including forty-three new 
knitting machines, was destroyed. New 
machinery is being ordered from overseas 
immediately. Four hundred employés are 
thrown out of work.

NEW YORK VISITOR’S 
SUGGESTION. 

‘. I think yeu have here a wonderful oppor- 
tunity for making films. You have about 
th» finest scenery that possibly could be 
found, and a climate which in summer is 
Just as good.” 

This view was expressed by Mr. Herbert 
Hall Winslow, of New York, at the Dublin 
Rotary Club luncheon yesterday, when he 
spoke on “ Ireland as a Film Producing 
Centre.” There was a large attendance of 
Rotarians and visitors, and Mr. Walter J. 
Beckett presided. 

_ Mr. Winslow began by humorously remark- 
ing that the three great industries in 
America to-day were automobiles, moving 
pictures and bootleggers. (Laughter.) The 
Government, he said, was striving to dis- 
courage the last-named industry, and spend- 
ing millions of dollars. to accomplish it, bat 
it was rather a difficult task, vonsideri 
that the vast majority of the people di 
not believe in prohibition. That question 
was bound to come up whenever an American 
opened his mouth. 

The next biggest industry il the United 
States was film production, it was 
twenty-nine years since the icture 
was projected on the screen. He been 
only two weeks in, Ireland, and wished to 
sav. after careful consideration, that we had 
here a wonderful opportunity for taking 
films. The city of Los Angeles, in California, 
was only a small place when pictures were 
first t:' an there, but it had now grown to 
be a large and prosperous.community. *

3,000 YEARS OLD. 
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URNS FOUND IN NORTHERN , 


IRELAND. 


Interesting additions to the collection in 
the Belfast Museum have recently been made 
through the archeological section of the 
Belfast Natural History and Philosophical 
Society. They include a sepulchral urn 
found at Comber by the late Mr. Guy 
Stone and presented to the Museum by his 
sister, Miss. Stone, of Barnhill; it measures 
llin. high and 9}in. diameter at mouth, and 
is decorated rather richly. Another is 
a remarkable sepulchral urn found in a cist 
in the townland of Bonecastle, Co. Down, 
presented by Mr. H. C. Lawlor, hon. secretary 
of the section. It is 18jin. high and 12}in. 
diameter at mouth, and is probably the largest 
urn yet recorded as having been found in 
Ireland, though not so large as some of the 
barrow urns found in England. It is not 
much ornamented. It contained a few burned 
human bones. The age of these urns is at- 
tributed by . recogni authorities to about 
1000 to 1 B.c., or between 3,000 and 3,500 
years old. 

The third is a remarkable 
cauldron, 17in. high and 12}in. diameter at 
mouth, found in 1 in Derniveigh Bog, near 
Ballymena, some ten feet beneath the surface. 
It is made from one piece of bronze a

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMBS. 

Sizr,—It was with much interest that | read 
your article on Glasnevin Botanic Gardens 
im the issue of the 13th inst. As an ex- 
student of Glasnevin Gardens and the Royal 
Botanic Gardens of Kew, London, I should 
hke to eXpress some views on the “ popu- 
larising"’ of our national Botanic Gardens. 
Dublin is so well provided with open spaces 
that, in my opinion, it is unnecessary to 
eMagprage joy-riders to Glasnevin, Lovers of 
a gatden are given every facility to inspect, 
admire and take notes on plants throughout 
the Gardens, but if you introduce an un- 
interested element, you hamper and probably 
expel those who use the Gardens for educa 
tionak purposes. 

At Kew, the acreage of which is 288 acres, 
as compared with about 50 at Glasnevin, my 
own experience is that on Saturdays, Sundays 
and Bank holidays it is impossible to use t! 
grounds for study. We have the masses 
mtroduced—sometimes upwards of 80,000 
One has to queue up to enter the hous 
and when you enter you are met with 
offensive odours of Limehouse and White 
chapel—oranges, perfumed sweets, various 
inferior brands of tobaccos and, oh! those vile 
powders and paints of the weaker sex. It 
is of interest, to note that these “ odours” are 
often attributed to the plants. You are 
hustled along by the attendants (“ Pass along, 
please, ) and are literally pushed along by 
those behind you. You are glad to get out 
in the fresh air again. The unwary visitor 
who enters By chance a tropical house finds 
the odours made considerably worse by the 
humidity and there is no turning back—you 
are pushed through. 

ave what sales you like, papers, sweet 
bags, cigarette ends and boxes and luncheon 
papers get there all the same. What the 
public can smuggle in is wonderful. I has 
on more than one occasion known a dog t 
be smuggled in and liberated in the Garde 
Does ail this add to the beauty? It is often 
suggested to put a toll on at the gate. 
Worse again, This was done at Kew 
and proved an absolute fiasco. If you 
make your visitors pay, you must gelax 
your rules. Hf you relax your rules an 
inch, your visitors instantly take a foot 
They feel, if they only pay a penny, that 
they bave beught the gardens for it and 
abuse them accordingly. The edges of the 
grass are trampled down and youths jump 
across the flower-beds. People may think 


) that would not occur at Glasnevin, as the 


population of Dublin is not very great; but 
it mast be considered that Glasnevin is le: 
than one-fifth the size of Kew. 

Do those who advocate the “ popularising ”’ 
of Glasnevin Gardens realise the increased 
expenditure of public money it will entail 
At present cne policeman keeps watch on 
week-days and three on Fon si if you 
introduce the masses, you will want more. 
Kew Gardens supports a force of over thirt: 
men for patrol work alone. These men have 
to be “ó provided with uniform and boots, 
etc. Is the Phenix Park, one of the largest 
public parks in the kingdom, which has fewer 
regulations for youth, not large enough for 
Dublin folk—nay, for all the “ joy-riders 
in Southern Ireland? ° 

If you want to make the Botanic Gardens 
more popular, have a tea-rooms opened out 
side where refreshments could be obtained at 
popular prices.
